BURKE BELIEVES 
COMMITTEE WILL 


NOT FAVOR BILL 


Says Majority of Judiciary 


Group Opposed to Presi-. 


dent's Plan. 


WASHINGTON. (TJPU Senator 
Burke (d., Neb), predicted that a 
majority of the senate judiciary 
committee would oppose a. favor- 
able report to the senate on the 
court bill. 
"The results of the first week of 
hearings at which opponents of 
the bill have testified have been 
very satisfactory," Burke said. 
"I believe there will be a ma- 
jority of the judiciary committee 
opposed to the bill and possibly 
the vote will be 11 to 7 against." 


Burke criticized the 
statement 


of Federal Judge Robert Lee Wil- 
liams who said before his nomina- 
tion for the circuit court of ap- 
peals that he would retire at 70. 
He is now 68. 
"I disprove of Judge Williams' 
letter entirely," he said, "and think 
that any judge or layman who 
would write a letter saying he 
would retire from the bench after 
two years raises a question as to 
his qualification for the post. 
"I would be strongly opposed to 
putting any man on the bench un- 
der such conditions if he were not 
already a member of the federal 
judiciary. 
"This case is somewhat different 
but I am doubtful of the wisdom 
of elevation of a judge to a high 
position and salary and retirement 
privilege if he intends to quit in 
two years." 
Burke would not say, however, 
that he would oppose confirmation 
of Judge Williams. 


Administration strength in the 


committee is -wavering, foes of the 
program asserted. 
They said that four days of op- 


position testimony had increased 
their hopes of mustering a com- 
mittee majority either against the 
judiciary reorganization plan or in 
fav^r of one of two new compro- 
mise proposals. 
"It now appears," one opposition 


leader said, "that we might have a

Ghost of former desperate strug- 
gles before the Nebraska legisla- 
ture over ratification of the child 
labor amendment swept quickly 
thru the chamber Friday. The bill 
was killed with but one talk of- 
fered in its defense and none 
against it- It rushed in and out 
like a shadow, much to the dis- 
appointment of those -who filled 
the galleries. 
The measure had drawn capac- 
ity crowds to public hearings be- 
fore the labor committee; yet, on 
its final turn, no one so much as 
requested a record vote. It was 
treated as a measure of little or 
no consequence. In absence of re- 
quest for a roll call, the chairman 
called for "aye" and "nay" vote. 
Perhaps three-fourths of the mem- 
bership voted "aye" altho there 
is no way of proving it. A few- 
listless "nays" came from a dis- 
tinct minority. 
In past sessions child labor has 
constituted one of the high lights 
from 
an 
oratorical 
viewpoint. 


There was no oratory Friday. 
John Adams, jr., Omaha, intro- 
ducer of the bill, made a brief 
statement. 
John Peterson, Ash- 


land, who offered the motion to 
indefinitely postpone, said 
that 


minds were made up and talk was 
useless. 
The bill proposes to give to con- 
gress the right to regulate, limit 
and prohibit labor of persons un- 
der the age of 18 years. For a 
time, early in the session, it ap- 
peared it would not be presented 
at this session.

from motive of pure love that 
person is worthy of our love and 


meaning save as it may accomp- 
lish the defeat of faith. Christ on 
the cross endured, to a point, the 
tortured flesh and nerves. 
Pride 
sustains man, courage holds him, 
many motives carry 
him 
thru 
much pain. But the minutes wear 
away, the blood falls drop by drop, 
courage and pride and physical 
endurance -fall from the quaking 
suffering spirit until at last mortal 
flesh has nothing left to offer. The 
soul is naked on the cross. 


"The soul is naked but not un- 
tenanted. There still is God,—God 
within, Go'd of love and power. The 
eyes of faith turn there to God. 
But what has faith to find, what 
has God to offer? 
No release 
from pain, no victory over enemies, 
not even yet release from life. So 
here suffering reveals its mean- 
ing. It may destroy faith, it comes 
near to hiding God, it seems to 
convert love to hate, God's care to 
carelessness. 
The eyes grow dim 
.in that mortal struggle. 'My God, 
my God. Why hast Thou 
for- 
saken me?" Jesus knew the trium- 
phant sequel of that opening cry 
of the great Messianic psalm. But 
here his agony of struggle is 
authentic. He might have lost God, 
himself, and all mankind. 


"But suffering, because it may 
mean defeat of faith, offers also 
faith's greatest privilege. "Tho He 
slay me, yet will I trust Him.' So 
with all lost, but God, all was 
saved! Christ suffering on the 


of defeat, or was it an exultation 
of victory? 
"Dr. Richard Roberts of Mon- 
treal believes it was the sob of de- 
feat. To the very last Jesus had 
hoped the people would see the 
light and acknowledge it. It was 
to this end H« had been born and 
had come into the world; it was 
for this He had emptied Himself 
and performed 
that 
sacrificial 
ministry which now lay behind 
this consummate act of the Cross. 
But as the tide of life ebbea, hope 
died within Him. What 
Jesus 
meant was, 'This is the end.' To 
imagine otherwise is to cast doubt 
upon the sincerity of the cry of 
abandonment and dereliction. 
"That is one interpretation, but 
there is another to which many of 
us are persuaded to incline, 'It is 
finished,' was not the plaint of 
final despair, but the ejaculation 
of the sense of triumph. One may 
be led to this version of remem- 
bering what an unqualified faith 
Jesus always had in the everlast- 
ing value and the inherent power 
the Truth He lived and preached 
possessed. 
And could it be pos- 
sible that even the stark loneli- 
ness of Calvary 
could 
shatter 
that faith and sever Him from the 
very substance of His trust ? Why, 
He had prepared 
for this very 
thing. 
Days back, He had an- 


nounced that life, like a seed, must 
die and be buried, 'ere it gam 
much fruit. And the final battle 
in the Garden, where He had won 
His poised soul thru the extremity 
of His anguish, had sent Him 'clear 
eyed to the Cross. I believe that 
the Master knew He had set in 
motion and had devotedly served 
forces whose range would con- 
tinue creatively to the end of the 
world. I do not think that He 
ever mistrusted their power-—even 
at the black moment of actual 
death. 
Let us believe that He 
here still saw the travail of His

"Calvary might lack a ring of

These two words 
keep us from romanticizing and 
sentimentalizing the experiences 
of the last week.

If we are in- 
clined to observe this Holy Week 
superficially John ever calls us 
back to the repulsive, horrifying

Supreme Court Rules on Lia- 


bility of Landlord. 


The $5,000 judgment secured in 


Douglas county by parents of 
Ronald Markussen, a 2^ year old 
infant, who resided in a flat owned 
by Bertha H. Mengedoht, was set 
aside by the supreme court Fri- 
day. The boy was playing in a 
hallway on the second floor one 
day in 1934, and fell out of a 
•window protected only by a hooked 
•creen. The theory of the plaintiff 
was that in trying to reach name 
cards on boxes along the wall, the 
boy leaned or fell against the 
•creen. and sought to hold the 
building' owner liable 
on 
the 
ground that the screen was not; 
maintained in a safe condition. No 
one witnessed the accident. The 
defense what that the case was 
based on a presumption as to how 
the accident occurred, and then 
piled on top of this another pre- 
sumption of negligence. The su- 
preme court dismisses this de- 
fense as not well taken, and holds 
the evidence was properly sub- 
mitted to the jury. 
The court says-the landlord was 
charged with the duty of main- 
taining the hallway in a safe con- 
dition for tenants and their fami- 
lies, but that the court should 


have directed a verdict for the 
defendant because plaintiff failed 
to allege and prove that the use 
being made of the hall was what 
it was intended for, and v»-as with 
the consent of the owner.

He 
offers to the nation a new amend- 
ment, patterned after the one now 
under consideration in every detail 
except that he would reduce the 
age specification from 18 to 14.

It follows the law of 
the jungle. Its invasion of business, 
unless suddenly checked, means 
breakdown of law. Law has broken 
down in many places and we have 
had the humiliating spectacle oi 
officers of the law pleading with 
-violators, urging that they show 
proper respect for the courts and 
the law of the land. Such pleas 
have not always been successful, 
not even when governors of great 
states have done the pleading. 


As the senator from West Vir- 


ginia implies, the most dangerous 
public enemy may be the man who 
flouts the law, not the avowed 
enemy of the country who tries 
to conquer it by invasion.

ANOTHER AIRLINER CRASHES. 


The 
Pennsylvania 
mountains 


seem to hold more dangers for air- 
planes than the Rockies, in spite of 
the fact that they are not nearly 
so high. The area in and around 
Pittsburgh has been the scene of 
a number of disastrous air crashes, 
including Thursday's crash of an 
airliner 
which resulted 
in 13 


deaths. In these mountains, clouds 
of smoke and fog are frequently 
experienced. The pilot who loses 
his bearings, even to a small ex- 
tent, is the captain of a potential 
death ship if visibility is low and 
the steep slopes of the mountains 
are screened from view. 


The most recent crash cannot 


be attributed to low visibility, 
however, for the smoke and fog 


ad cleared when the ship crashed 
nd it was not yet completely 
ark. Only a careful study of the 
wreckage by experts will give any 
ort of acceptable explanation of 
he accident, and even that may 
ie far from satisfactory. 


The unfortunate feature of acci- 


dents of this kind is that even ex- 
pert study reveals no way of pre- 
•enting repetition. There is no 


roughly speaking, 50 miliiu.ii per- 
sona who are normally gainfully 
occupied. This total includes farm- 
ers, storekeepers, corporation of- 
ficers and others who are not eli- 
gible to join trade unions or whose 
interests are opposed to the inter- 
ests of organized labor. The per- 
sons making up these groups total 
approximately 12 millions, accord- 
ing- to the 1930 census. Thus, there 
are perhaps 38 million wage earn- 
ers who are eligible for union 
membership, tho some conserva- 
tive labor economists, by eliminat- 
ing certain other groups, bring the 
number of eligibles down to some- 
where between 28 and 32 millions.

The 
situation is complicated by the 
fact that the people re-elected him 
for two years, and the court said 
he was entitled to the salary for 
the term.

sewer gas was harmful to health." 
He further avers that he has seen 
accounts in the papers where, peo- 
ple died of sewer gas and he him- 
self has become dizzy from work- 
ing in a manhole cleaning a sewer. 
Rosenau's "Preventive Medicine 
and 
Hygiene" 
(Appleton's)

standard authority, says: "Sewei 
gas, once a hygienic bugaboo, is 
now" not 
seriously regarded by 
sanitarians." Another- recognized 
authority, Boy's "Preventive Medi- 
cine" (Saunders) says: "Health 
officials of an early era when in- 
vestigating the prevalence of ty- 
phoid fever or diphtheria (that is, 
before the causes of these infec- 
tious diseases were known) would 
earnestly search the residences for 
openings thru which 'sewer gas' 
might gain entrance, and If found, 
point to the place as the origin of 
the 
disease. 
Recognition 
by 
scientific means of the cause and 
conveyance of these diseases, as 
well as complete failure to demon- 
strate that the air of sewers is 
more or less dangerous than other 
air, has led all sanitarians to 
abandon any belief in this idea, 
altho it may still be encountered 
among the laity. This intellectual 
relic is the underlying basis of 
most of the plumbing regulations 
that exist in this country today. 
By this we do not mean that good 
and reliable installations of plumb- 
ing are not to be desired or re- 
quired, but that the hygienic or 
sanitary requirements are fulfilled 
if sound material, tight joints and 
a plentiful water supply to ensure 
thoro flushing are provided." 
Principal gases given off from 
sewers are methane (marsh gas), 
[carbon dioxide, hydrogen, 
am- 
monia, sometimes hydrogen -sul- 
phid. Hydrogen sulphid is the only 
harmful gas found in sewers, and 
where sewer gas does leak into 
the air of a room or building the 
proportion of hydrogen sulphid in 
the air is insignificant, except per- 
haps to give a foul odor. Where 
workmen are overcome in man- 
holes, gate chambers or dead ends 
of sewers, the asphyxia is usually 
from illuminating gas which has 
leaked In, or from suffocation by 
the accumulation of methane and 
carbon dioxide (which prevent the 
man from getting the air or oxy- 
gen • he needs), 
or 
from trade 
wastes containing volatile poisons 
such as petroleum 
or 
gasoline

Reich«nbach, an officer, was set 
aside by the supreme court Fri- 
day, and the case sent back for 
retrial.

The 5900 judgment against the 
American Smelting & Refinery 
company of Omaha obtained by 
Fred Ahrens, an employe, was set 
aside by the supreme court Fri- 
day, 
and the case dismissed. It 
held that an employer is not liable 
where safety appliances are pro- 
vided, a respirator is required to 
be worn by workers, and instruc- 
tions are given as to the danger 
of 
contracting an occupational 
disease. 
Ahrens was required, 


when first employed, to svgn an 
agreement to comply with the 
safety rules, a copy of which was 
furnished him. Ahrens said he 
was a farm boy and had never 
heard of the occupational disease 
known as plumbism. He did not 
obey the rules and became ill. The 
court says his claim that he did 
not read the rules is too ridiculous 
to be considered, and in the ab- 
sence of fraud or duress a person 
of mature years, ordinary intelli- 
gence and education is presumed 
to have read contracts executed 
by him. 


A $4,059 judgment obtained in 
Adams county by W. H. Triplett 
against Olaf F. Lundeen and one 
Kissinger was affirmed by the 
supreme court Friday. The cause 
of action arose out of * in juries 
sustained in an accident near Lac- 
lede, Mo., March 11, 1935. The 
defendants claimed that the driver 
of a car just ahead suddenly 
stopped, forcing them to swerve 
out, 
and in doing so they hit 
Triplett's car. Judge Good says 
the evidence clearly shows Kis- 
singer was negligent in his driv- 
ing and that negligence is imputa- 
ble to his companion, Lundeen. 
Defendants complained that coun- 
sel for plaintiff tried to get to the 
jury the fact that insurance was 
carried by them, and also that 
Kissinger had been arrested and 
fined for reckless driving, but the 
court says that they did not exer- 
cise their right to ask for a mis- 
trial but appeared to be willing to 
take their chances with a jury. It 
follows they are in no position to 
complain now.

Farmers from all over the state

He said 
farmers should be represented on 
the state board and land owners 
should control. 
The chairman of the legislative 
committee, who is a dirt farmer 
himself, did not appear to be much 
disconcerted at the way the farm- 
ers had treated the bill under con- 
sideration. He adjourned the com- 
mittee meeting without action to 
give Dr. G. E. Condra of the uni- 
versity conservation bureau and 
member of a state advisory com- 
mittee on the measure, a chance 
to try to get farmers present to 
remain for an informal gathering 
to devise amendments for the 
measure, if possible.

ucts.

Michigan Authorities Have 


Failed to Protect Courts 


and Citizens. 


PRIESTS SECRETARY IS SLAIN

WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 


President 
Roosevelt has 
ample 


authority to intervene in sitdown 
Strikes thruout the nation and see 
to it that orders of the local courts 
•re respected and the property 
lights and liberties of citizens are 
fully safeguarded. 


There's a little used statute 


which not only confers this power 
upon the president of the United 
States but specifically co_mmands 
him as a. duty to exercise that 
power. Having taken an oath to 
"faithfully execute the office of 
president," Mr. Roosevelt need not 
ask congress for more power, hut 
can act instantly. The law is to 
be found in the U. S. Revised 
Statutes, section 5299, and reads 
as follows: 
"Whenever insurrection, domes- 
tic violence, unlawful 
combina- 


tions, or conspiracies in any state 
so obstructs or hinders the execu- 
tion of the laws thereof, and of 
the United States, as to deprive 


i any portion or class of the people 
1 of such state of any of the rights, 
privileges, or immunities, or pro- 
tection, named in the constitution 
and secured by the laws for the 
protection of such rights, privi- 
leges, or immunities, and the con- 
stituted authorities of such state 
are unable to protect, or, from 
cause, fail in or refuse protection 
of the people in such rights, such 
facts shall be deemed a denial by 
such state of the equal protection 
of the laws to which they are en- 
titled under the constitution of the 
United States. 
"And in all such cases, or when- 
ever any such insurrection, vio- 
lence, unlawful combination, or 
conspiracy, opposes or obstructs 
the laws of the United States, or 
the due execution thereof, or Im- 
pedes or obstructs the due course 
of justice under the same, it shall 
be lawful for the president, and 
it shall be his duty, to take such 
measures, by the employment of 
the militia or the land and naval 
forces of the United States, or of 
either, or by other means, as he 
may deem necessary, for the sup- 
pression of such insurrection, do- 
mestic violence, or combinations." 


Now what 
has happened in 
Michigan? 
A group of workers 
seized the plants of other persons 
and the courts ordered eviction. 
The orders of the courts were not 
obeyed. The constituted authori- 
ties were flouted and, indeed, chal- 
lenged to enforce the orders of the 
courts. Subsequently, as a matter

that the employers agree to give 
the workers the equivalent of their 
sitdown strike—a stoppage of all 
operations and a stipulation that 
tools,

should not be removed. 


NEED BUMPER CROP 


IN THE CORN BELT 


Selling Off Livestock Is No 


Longer Desirable to Keep 


Up Income. 


WASHINGTON. UP>. The west- 


ern corn belt needs a bumper crop 
this fall, government farm experts 
say, if the area is to regain its 


plac« a» principal producer of hogs 
and important feeder of cattle. 
Income ha* been maintained by 
selling off large numbers of live- 
stock, but government economists 
said further revenue from this 
source is undesirable. They called 
reduction of livestock by. farmers 
similar to a sale by a factory- 
owner of part of hlB equipment to 
maintain income. 


Fattening livestock on corn and 


feed grains has been the major 
source of income for the fertile 
region that includes Iowa, Ne- 
braska, the Dakotas, Minnesota, 
Missouri and Kansas. The drouths, 


however, brought a decline in the 
number of hogs and cattle fed. 
Corn supplies in relation to the 


number of hogs wer.e reported 40 
percent smaller than after the 
1934 drouth. 
The feed situation 
was termed more serious than two 
years ago by tne bureau of agri- 
cultural economics. 


Federal surveys 
showed the 
number of hogs on farms in the 
United States was reduced from 
62 000,000 to 43,000,000 between 
1933 and the start of this year. 
The western corn belt accounted 
for most of the decline. 
The number of cattle declined 


from 74,000,000 In 1934 to 67,- 
000,000 at the start of this year. 
The corn belt total dropped from 
23,000,000 to 19,000,000. The num- 
ber of cattle west of the Missis- 
sippi river is the smallest in 20 
years.

As for the court's orders, they 
have been flagrantly disregarded, 
and the governor of Michigan and 
the sheriff have failed to carry 
out the equal protection of the 
laws of the state of Michigan re- 
quired 
by the statute quoted 
above. 
No punishment has been 
meted out to the persons who this 
week disobeyed the court's orders 
in connection with the sitdown 
strike at the Chrysler plants or to 
the persons in Flint, Michigan, 
who defied the orders of Judge 
Gadola's court. 
Altho Judge Gadola issued or- 


ders that the sitdown strikers were 
in contempt of his court, he has 
had no backing by the governor 
of the state of Michigan. Thus 
not only have a number of citizens 
in Flint and in Detroit been de- 
prived of their rights, but many 
a person who "obstructs or hin- 
ders the execution of the laws" of 
Michigan can feel free to do so 
in the future because other of- 
fenders have been immune. 
The federal statute, it will be 


noted, makes it the obligation, in 
fact the duty of the president of 
the United States to intervene 
•when "from any cause" the con- 
stituted authorities of a state "fail 
in or refuse protection of 
the 


, people" in the exeicise of their 
constitutional rights. 


Not only have laws of the state 


of Michigan been violated, but fed- 
eral laws as well. There are se- 
vere penalties for interfering with 
! the delivery of letters or inter- 
fering with the proper receipt of 
mail by persons lawfully autho- 
rized to receive such mail. 
The main issue, however, is the 


failure of the constituted authori- 
ties of the state of Michigan to 
give protection to the courts of 
the state and to the citizens of the 
State with respect to right guar- 
anteed them by the federal consti- 
tution.

FOR ARMAMENT RACE 


French Report Criticizes Role 


Played by America in 


Naval Conferences. 


PARIS. UP). The United States 
is described as responsible for the 
world naval-armaments race in a 
report prepared by Deputy Marcel 
Coquillard, independent radical, for 
the 
chamber of deputies naval 
committee. 
The report 
recom- 
mending ratification of the 1936 
London naval treaty is studded 
with numerous criticisms of the 
role played by the United States 
in naval conferences since 1921 
when, the professor of philosophy 
asserts, the post war signal for 
renewed naval building was given 
by America. 
He declares United States pride 
was deeply offended by the treat- 
ment of her shipping during the 
war and that led by President 
Wilson, the nation was determined 
to have a great fleetpowerful 
enough to maintain peace. "Thus, 
while this great Pacific nation was 
refusing to enter the league at 
Geneva," the report asserts, "she 
was giving the world the para 
doxical spectacle of being at the 
same time the originator of the 
idea of organization for peace anc 
the direct cause of the arament 
race. 
The document holds that the 
post-war naval program was the 
result of a wave of building by 
England and Japan, and declares 
that the United States called the

Copeland Tells What 


to Do When Infant 
Swallows An Object 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

EVERY PARENT knows that 


the infant and growing child must 
be guarded against injury while at 
play 
An accident that sometimes 


happens when vigilance is relaxed 
is the swallowing of some unsuit- 
able object. Unless watched, the 
infant places pins, tacks and small 
playthings in the mouth. This may 
lead to choking and great difficulty 
in breathing. Unless emergency 
measures are used, death from 
asphyxiation may occur. 


When this accident occurs, it is 


vitally important for all concerned 
to remain as cool as possible. Some- 
times it is possible to insert a finger 
into the child's throat and pull ont 
the object. Of course, this must be 
done carefully, because it is pos- 
sible to push the object farther 
down the throat, greatly increasing 
the danger 
The first thing to do is to have 


somebody call a doctor. Until he 
arrives, it is safe to turn the child 
upside down and rather vigorously 
slap his back. Often this proced- 
ure is sufficient to dislodge the ob- 
ject. 
The child gives a forceful 


cough and expels the obstruction. 


Advises X-Ray 


. Occasionally, the windpipe may 
fee only partially blocked. In that 
case, since there is no immediate 
danger of life, it is best not to re- 
sort to any home treatment. Care- 
ful examination by the doctor and 
the use of the x-ray will determine 
•What is best to do. 
Many a child, unknown to the 


parent, swallows an object. 
If it 


becomes lodged in the voice box, 
hoarseness and cough are produced. 
A i. times these symptoms are mis- 
taken for bronchitis or beginning 
pneumonia. Delay in medical ex- 
amination is dangerous because," if 
the object is not removed, unpleas- 
ant complications follow. 
When an object is swallowed, it 


may not go into the windpipe, but 
start down the gullet toward the 
stomach. It may become lodged in 
the food passage, or "esophagus", 
as the doctors call it. When this 
happens, the child has no difficulty 
In breathing, but complains of pain 
when swallowing food, or is unable 
to swallow it. At times, there is no 
pain or discomfort for a period of 
several days. 
Small objects should be kept be- 


yond the reach of young children. 
Foods containing pits, hard candy, 
peanuts or popcorn should not be 
given to a child under three or four 
years of age The youngster should 
not be permitted to place any toy 
or other unsuitable object in the 
mouth. Such dangerous objects as 
nails, tacks, pins, pits and very 
small toys should be kept under 
lock and key.

The President of the United State* 


It Mr. Roosevelt has any friend* 


who are able to talk to him 
frankly, they should tmll him that 
In the hearts of the people of thi* 
country there is a deep disquiet. 
He needs to understand that feel- 
Ing and only at his peril will he 
mistake it for the selfish and igno- 
rant opposition which he ao easily 
defeated in his first administra- 
tion. 
This present 
feeling 
has 


arisen only in the past two months 
and it has nothing whatever to do 
with the social reforms to which 
the president is committed. 
What has happened is that for 
the first time in their experience 
the American people are not sure 
whether the party in control of 
the government respects the law 
»nd means to enforce it. 
Two 
•pectacular events have raised 
this very dangerous doubt. One 
Is the sight of a president using 
his vast influence to discredit the 
federal courts and using the vast 
power of patronage and party dis- 
cipline to compel a reluctant con- 
gress to give him control of the 
courts. The other ia the sight of* 
the widespread and defiant law- 
lessness of the sitdpwn strikes 
provoked and organized by the 
president's own political allies and 
consented to without protest by 
the president and his spokesmen. 
These two things are arousing 


feelings which are wholly differ- 
ent in kind from those which have 
accompanied any other issue which 
has been raised since Mr. Roose- 
velt entered the white house. They 
are far deeper than economic is- 
sues. They are concerned with the 
basic integrity 
and authority of 


government itself. And they are 
not to be dismissed with any child- 
ish prattle about economic royal- 
ists and the dead and damned 
Liberty league. 


A party in control of a govern- 


ment can do many things that the 
minority dislikes. 
But what no 
party can ever afford to do is to 
create a doubt as to whether it 
upholds the authority of govern- 
ment. 
Yet within the past two 


months that very doubt has been 
tmised in the minds of countless 
Americans. 
For my own part I am unwilling 
to believe that Mr. Roosevelt has 
as yet realized the true character 
of the course of action which he 
has recently chosen. Immersed in 
a confused mass of detailed activ- 
. ities, surrounded by flattering sub- 
ordinates, without a real cabinet

of responsible advisors, conscious 
of hi» own good intentions, over- 
whelmed by the «ize of hi« «l«c- 
«ral vote, he doe» not see objec- 
ively what he Undoing. 


He does not see*, I fear, that he 


a acting not as president of the 
United State», but as the leader 
of a faction and the sponsor of an 
agitation. 
Never before, T think, 


las a president in office set in 
motion the whole machinery of 
>arty propaganda to convince the 
xsople that they should not re- 
spect the courts: and never be- 
fore, I think, has a president in 
office sat silent and tacitly con- 
senting while the largest contribu- 
tor to his campaign fund organ- 
ized the seizure of property in de- 
liance of the law. 


The pretense that the adminis- 
tration is powerless because the 
supreme court has not yet passed 
on the Wagner act is as fatuous 
as it is ignoble. In January Mr. 
Lewis reminded the president pub- 
licly that he was under political 
obligations to him, and in a re- 
mark made at the white house Mr. 
Roosevelt indicated his resentment 
at the reminder. But Mr. Lewis 
las had his way and the admin- 
istration in all its branches, the 
white* house, the department of la- 
bor, the national labor relations 
board, and the governor of Michi- 
gan, 
not only has not dared to 
speak clearly about the lawless- 
ness of the eitdown strike but in 
so far as it has spoken "at all has 
given a kind of bewildered 
ap- 


proval. 
That is the fundamental factor 


in the present situation. This be- 
ing the attitude at Washington, 
the strikers who defy the sheriffs 
and the courts naturally feel that 
they are entitled to do what they 
are doing. Are they not acting 
under orders from Mr. Lewis, the 
ally and friend of the president 
of the United States' And what 
of the law enforcement officers in 
local communities.

members of the democratic party, 
all of them dependent upon votes 
for re-election?

That is a ques- 
tion of policy in the state of 
Michigan which must be decided 
by the people of Michigan and 
their elected officials. This is a 
federal form of government and 
under it, very wisely, I think, a 
grave decision of this sort must 
be taken by the states and local 
communities. I can well under- 
stand why Gov. Murphy in Michi- 
gan might not deem it wise to 
adopt the same policy as Gov. 
Cross in Connecticut. The con- 
ditions may really be different in 
the two states, and it is one of the 
great acK'antages of our form of 
government that in a matter of 
this kind differing policies suitable 
to special conditions and local 
sentiment are possible. 


But what I do suggest is that 


the president make it possible for 
local communities to meet these 


issues. As long as the lawless tac- 
tics of the C. I. O. are not dis- 
avowed from the white • house, 
local officials are confronted with 
lawlessness that is enormously in- 
tensified because it is provoked by 
the president's political ally and 
seems to have the president's ap- 
proval 
This political connection 


between Mr. Lewis and Mr. Roose- 
velt is the crux of the matter. It 
gives Mr. Lewis' tactics a semi- 
official character. Thus the seiz- 
ures of property are becoming 
more general and more aggres- 
sive as the strikers become con- 
vinced that they have the ap- 
proval and support of the presi- 
dent. Yet while this makes the 
problem of law enforcement more 
unmanageable, public officials, as 
they look at the white house, do 
not know what their duty is and 
whether they ought to attempt to 
perform it.

Galilee; and when Jesus appeared 


to them on the shore they were at 
first incredulous. 
So, manifestly, here was no 
1-frame-up;" no carefully concocted 
story. We believe tnese witnesses 
because they themselves were at 
first unwilling to believe the evi- 
dence of their own senses. 
The 
variations in the testimonies are 
evidence of the truthfulness of the 
witnesses. This was no carefully 
wrought-out tale that they told, 
perfected in all its details'by pre- 
irrangement. The vast fact had 
exploded 
unexpectedly in their 


faces; it was harder for them to 
realize that Jesus had risen from 
the dead trian it is for us today.

It took the sting out 
of all physical experience. It be- 
came the message which has given 
the world an Easter of new hope.

NO RIGHT TOJELL BONDS 
Mutuals Can't Issue Stock, 


Attorney Logan Says. 


John S. Logan, attorney for the 


insurance department, said Thurs- 
day that he was advising Director 
Smrha to notify mutual insurance 
companies selling bonds redeem- 
able in stock or stock plus cash, 
that any moneys received from 
such sales must be held in* trust 
and returnable to those who made 
such investments. 


He said as a mutual insurance 


company has no stock, it would be 
impossible to comply with the con- 
tract set out in the bonds, and such 
issues were clearly outside the law. 
The matter came to his attention 
when an attorney for an estate 
found one of thsse bonds In the 
assets, and asked for information.

ment for Federal Funds.

session of congress to reorganize 
the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment. 
Republican opponents of court 
reorganization concede the admin- 
istration sufficient senate votes to 
add justices to the high bench. 
Whether the number will be six, 
as was proposed by Mr. Roosevelt 
or no more than two, •which is 
privately suggested even by some 
democratic supporters of the ad- 
ministration, depends largely upon 
the breaks as they come. 
These two reorganization pro- 
grams and the problems raised by 
an epidemic of sitdown strikers 
are among the most urgent con- 
fronting Mr. Roosevelt as he starts 
Friday to return from a Georgia 
vacation.

MUST SHAREJJEBTS ALIKE 
Supreme Court Settles Moot 


Question in Estate. 


The decision of the district court 


of Lancaster county that the land 
willed by William B. Hunter of 
Lincoln to Gertrude Avery, J. girl 
whom he had reared, could not 
be charged with a proportion of 
the unpaid debts of the estate 
along with others named in a spe- 
cific bequest, was reversed by tha 
supreme court Friday in an opin- 
ion by Judge Day. When the will 
was made in 1927 Hunter owned 
considerable personal property in 
addition to farm land in Fillmore 
county. The will provided that 
debts should be paid out of this. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hunter both later 
became invalids and when they 
died their personalty had been ex- 
pended and there remained debts, 
largely for medical care. Mrs. 
Hunter died three months after 
her husband, and her Me estate 
was thus extinguished. The will 
gave Miss Avery 320 acres of 
land when she reached 30. The 
executor, John E. Almy, was di- 
rected in the will to sell the re- 
mainder of the real estate, and 
out of the proceeds to hand over 
91,000 each to George, Frank, 
Floyd and Dorsey Corl and Jessie 
Willis and to Madge Walsh $6,000. 
These were relatives.

"Some rash 
enthusiasts," said Fred Orsinger of 
the fisheries bureau, "have been 
preaching a gospel of frog gold. 
Amateurs should be warned that 
making money with frogs is a 
tough proposition." 


Theorists, he declared, contend 


that a man can begin with a couple 
of frogs and an abandoned mud 
hole and turn up in 12 months 
with herds of potential table del- 
icaciej. 
"They Used to say the same 
thing about rabbits," Orsinger ex- 
plained, "but how many million- 
aires do you know who got that 
way on bunnies?" 
The piscatorial authority cited 


some of the hazards of frog farm- 
ing:1. They don't love their young 
2. They are among the world's 


greatest eaters. 


8. They attract snakes. 
4. They are hard to keep on 
the reservation. 
5. They keep you awake nights. 
"Chickens, cows and hogs," he 
added, "pay their way, but frogs 
contribute _ nothing, 
unless it's 
keeping down the mosquitoes, but 
I can think ot cheaper ways than 
that." 
Above all, he urged, don't accept 
statistics on how rapidly they raise 
families. 
"I've taken some of those fig- 
ures," 
sighed 
Orsinger, "and 
worked them out. 
If they were 
true, the world in ten years would 
have a layer of frogs five feet 
daep."

Resolutions of 
Legislature 


Are Returned With His 


Disapproval. 


Gov. Cochran Friday vetoed two 
bills passed by the legislature, 
both measures giving consent of 
the state for the filing of damage 
suits against the state department 
of highways. These were the first 
vetoes exercised by the governor 
during the first session of the first 
unicameral legislature. His right 
to veto a bill or resolution of this 
nature has not been questioned 
but may be by the interested par- 
ties and their attorneys. The state 
cannot be sued -without its con- 
sent. 
The statute gives district 


judges jurisdiction in suits against 
the state when the claims involved 
have been presented to the legis- 
lature "and which may be by any 
law, or by any rule or resolution 
of the legislature, or either house 
thereof, referred to the said courts 
for adjudication." 


Frequently a resolution by either 


house has sufficed in the past to 
grant consent to sue the state. 
Under the present rules of the 
unicameral legislature resolutions 
take the form of a bill or law, and 
so the two bills were passed and 
sent to the governor. The amended 
constitution provides that every 
"bill and resolution shall be read 
by title" and bills printed before 
final passage. 
The bills vetoed by the gov- 


ernor are: 


Bill 27. by Roy W. Johnson—To permit 


May Fflaum of Elk Creek to sue the 
state for the burning of a garage rented 
to the highway department, destroyed by 
fire In February, 1932 
Bill 338 by Dunn—To permit Swan S. 
Crowcll of Lancaster 
county to sue the 
state for personal injuries alleged to have 
been inflicted 
In an automobile accident 
June 9. 1936 when a car went into a 
ditch 
near 
Big 
Springs, 
an unguarded 
hole In the highway alleged to nave caused 
the Injury. 


The governor says in his veto 


message that there was a terrific 
hail storm and heavy ram between 
Julesburg and Big Springs June 
8, 1935, that the rain washed out 
approaches to a bridge, that the 
highway patrol 
was called 
and 


found no one at the scene of the 
accident. He says evidence is that 
the accident was caused by the 
act of God and the department 
was not negligent but that the op- 
erator of the vehicle was negli- 
gent himself 
in attempting 
to 


drive during such a storm. It was 
necessary for him to drive thru 
water to a considerable depth in 
several places before encountering 
the washout. 
Regarding the burning of the 


garage rented by the highway de- 
partment he says he does not 
consider it a valid claim against 
the state and that it was disap- 
proved by a previous legislature 
after investigation. 
He says the 


state paid $15 a month for 22 
months for the garage use prior 
to the fire, that the rental was 
more than ample to give a good 
return on the value of the struc- 
ture and pay taxes and insurance. 
His reports show there was no 
negligence on the part of highway 
employes, and that the heating 
plant was hardly safe. 
He says

Protoably the most efficient pan- 


acea to the golfing ills which be- 
set the nation is longer or wider 
and better backswings. 
It may 


seem rather a mysterious proceed- 
ng to concentrate on the back- 
stroke, when it is the downswing 
which does all the damage, but 
such is the case nevertheless. If 
the backswing is made correctly 
the body turn which accompanies 
t will, at the top of the stroke, 
36 in a perfect wound up position 
for the downstroke. There is every 
chance, if the mechanics of the 
stroke are not too much abused, of 
the resultant downswing coming 
down and approaching the ball in 
somewhat accurate fashion. 


The point we are most con- 


cerned with in this article is that 
the full backswing will allow a 
'ull measure of wrist cock. This 
can be conserved on the down- 
stroke until the hands are about 
two-thirds of the way down and 
then unleashed, allowing the club- 
head to sweep thru the ball. Con- 
stantly remembering to keep the 
wrists cocked, until the proper 
moment, is one way to keeping 
the first stages of the downswing 
at the slow tempo so conducive to 
a successful shot.
